Hus Helped City Grow. 


In the days since she first arrived 


here, Sister Boniface has seen most 
of the building of the town, has wit- 
nessefl the growth of her own organ- 
ization from a beginning to its pres- 
ent leadership, and today looks for- 
ward, not to the laying down of cares 
and the release from work but to 
continued and active leadership at 'the 
head of the institution to which she 
has given an ordinary lifetime. 


Sister Boniface assumed her name 


and robes fifty years ago* at Shakopec 
Minn. Twenty of the years since then 
were spent as a teacher of the order. 
At the end of that time she was as- 
signed to be head of the combined 
school and the beginning of a school 
at Bismarck, and hi July, 1S92, she 
first came to the town where she has 
since lived, coming from St. Joseph, 
Minn., the -Mother House. 
She suc- 


ceeded Sister ftegnia. 


Sister Boniface found more of a 


(boarding school than a hospital, al- 
though the institution had taken care 
of patients and had the beginning of 
the hospital work when she became 
head. In fact, the most noted patient, 
although at thai time unknown, had 
already been an- inmate when Sister 
Boniface made her appearance. 
In 


later visits, however, Theodore Roose- 
velt, then a national leader, made her 
acquaintance and one of the inci- 
dents the quiet dignified leader of the 
hospital now holds in memory is the 
incidents o£ one or two of his visits. 


Thirty years ago the hospital and

Fargo, N. D., Feb. 11.—Judge A T. 


Cole upheld constitutionality of the 
btate law which allows an incorpor- 
ated city or village to annex adjacent 
territory without consent of those liv- 
ing in the territory, in a decision in 
district court here, made public to- 
day. The case was brought by prop- 
erty owners whose land nad been an- 
nexed by Hillsboro. 
The decision

There is another methotl of putting 


ibe lignite into form in which it can 
be handled and marketed, however 
he said. Dean E. S. Babcock of the 
University cf North Dakota has com- 
pleted experiments at the Hebron 
mines W.th a form of briquette made 
from the lignite which had a valuable 
fuel content of 94 per cent. All of the 
tar, oils, etc., are' distilled out of the 
coal by this process, leaving only 
abcut s.x per cent petroleum pitch as 
a hinder to hold tiie briquette togetr- 
or. The fuel value of these briquette* 
is greater than that of anUrnc.tn coal 
he said.

Depends on Competition, 


Even cnder the present system of 


straight mining the markets for tho 
North Dakota coal has spread through 
that state and South Dakota and as 
far east as Minneapolis, the speaker 
declared.

Heretofore one of the Kreat- 
est difficulties lias been that inspec- 
tors have been stationed at only a few 
principal markets and not at points 
of shipment, etc,, and under the terms 
of the law it has been impossible for 
the department to send out an inspec- 
tor away from the designated points. 
If we can get«»he law changed as now 
suggested, an inspector may go out 
and inspect potatoes at other points 
within a reasonable radius from his 
hcadquarter-s. This can be done very 
cheaply, and of course much Cheaper 
than it would cost a shipper to divert 
a car so as to get it to one of the 
regular inspection points. - It is also 
possible that with a change in the law 
we will be able to get an inspector 
stationed at a couple of points within 
North Dakota at least for the prin- 
cipal part of the potato shipping- sea- 
son. I am inclined to think this will 
remedy the conditions, you have in 
mind, for if a commission houss at 
some point tries to get the best of a 
shipper and if there is not a gov- 
srnment inspector at that place, ar- 
rangements can generally be made to 
fet a government inspector from one 
of the nearest principal market points. 
Heretofore that has been impossible."

congress ou}rht to amend, if neces- 
sary, thu (rrain standard act of '1916, 
frml provide not only for inspectors at 
thp so-called primary marketing point 
of potatoes, but to make or create a 
syfrteui of inspection at the smaller 
marketing point, 
thereby making it 


for Ihe shipper to make a 


contract with the commission house to 
accept the goods upon the inspection 
made at the.point of shipment. 


It has occurred-'to me that it would 


bo practicable either to amend this 
grain standard act so as to provide 
for deputies at these country points, 
or'else to induce; the department of 
agriculture, if it has the power under 
the existing law, to arrange for such 
(lepifties. These deputies could be sta- 
tioned in the larger cities with power 
to appoint others or jro themselves, 
when called, to certain places upon the 
condition that the local people pay the 
expenses, and there make the inspec- 
tion of the cars. 


I know personally that there are a

"Many of Ihe hills on the 
section lines were graded around al- 
so. 
Some of 
these have been cut 


down and the road straightened out 
since. Some of the smaller hills were 
graded over, and1 later had to ,have 
team work done on them before any 
heavy traffic could pass over. 
The 


idea in grading around so many of 
the smaller sloughs and hills was that 
there would 
be a fairly good road, 


though crooked, 
which served very 


well temporarily. As soon as funds 
permitted, these smaller deviations 
were straightened oat Right of ways 
were purchased around larger hills 
and sloughs, where practical. 


Unfinished, But Good 
"This type of road may not be con- 


sidered a finished product, 
having 


no' established grade line, but we do 
believe that this county has done a 
great deal towards the estaiblishing of 
a first class county" system. As we 
said previously, every community in 
the county has its turnpike to its 
market place, ana every town Js con- 
nected with its neighbors. Inasmuch 
as a large per eent of the cut and 
fill work on these roads has to'be 
done "by the local townships under 
the direction of the local road boss in I 
thatkownship, it is usually an easy 
matter to get the townships to do the 
necessary teamwork, on the roads that 
are already turnpiked. first, thereby 
assuring the 
community,--, which

"When the county'board first en- 


tered into their road ibuilding pro- 
gram in McLean county- there was 
considerable criticism, and doubt as
